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Road commission engineer drawsfire 
for problems on county bridge, road

Crawford County Road 
Commission Engineer Dick Young 
has come under fire recently over his 
handling of two road situations in the 
northern part of the county. 

In Lovells Township, the cave-in of 
a scction of Big Creck Bridge on 
County Road 612 led to a safety 
concern by residents there, One lane 
of the bridge was closed to all traffic 
and verbal restrictions were given to 
trucking companies using the bridge 
that loaded trucks were to detour 
around it. Empty trucks were allowed 
to use the open lane but at very low 


speeds. Nodetour or speed signs were 
posted at the cite. 

Several Lovells residents 
complained to Young and to Township 
Supervisor Fred Schaibly that the 
bridge was unsafe for any traffic and 
should be shutdown immediately until 
repairs can be made. 

Young said, “I’ve been under it and 
around it. I think it’s safe the way it is 
until a new bridge can be built.” 

Young explained that the bridge will 
be replaced as soon as financing is 
available, but that may not be for quite 
a while. “There are no federal dollars 
available for emergency repair on a 


bridge under 20 feet in length. We're 
hoping the state highway department 
can help, It'll cost about $250,000 to 
repiace that bridge and the new bridge 
will probably be a timber bridge. We 
may have to divert money from a 
North Down River Road repair 
project,” 

According to Young, the bridge 
contracts for demolition, materials, and 
site work will be let out for bids as 
soon as a new bridge design is ready, 
even if financing for the project is not 
complete. “The bridge will be 
completely closed by the end of this 
summer for replacement through the

Citizens for a Safe Environment say 'no' 
to adding more counties to landfill

As NEMCOG considers the 
proposal to add nine additional 
counties to the Crawford County solid 
waste management plan, one group 
has voted a resounding “NO” to the 
idea, the Northern Michigan Citizens 
for a Safe Environment (CFSE) 
expressed its viewpoints on the 
proposal at a recent public hearing on 
ihe plan. 

Ina letter addressed to the Northeast 
Michigan Council of Governments and 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, the group wrote, “We 
have seriousconcerns about the request 
by City Environmental Services to 
add nine more counties to the 17 
counties already bringing refuse to its 
landfillin Crawford County. Because 
of its proximity and previous history 
of use of the landfill, it seems 


appropriate to formally approve 
Otsego County for inclusion in the 
Crawford County Solid Waste 
Management Plan’s list of counties 
approved for use of this landfill. It 
does not seem prudent to expand 
approval to the ether eight couniies.” 

Asreported ectlier in the Avalanche, 
the group cited three reasons behind 
its opinion: (1) the eventual failuce of 
any and all human technology to 
contain leachate; (2) the evidence that 
leachate causes human harm; (3) the 
inability to accurately predict future 
waste output. 

John Mahan of Gaylord is the 
president of the citizens group. “We 
are all people who choose to live here 
because of the quality of life,” he said. 
“We give up a lot to live here and are 
very concemed about the area, but 
we're not trying to make a decision for 


others. We think that they should 
make their own informed decisions, 
based on fact.” 

Mahan explained, “There is no 
evidence of benefit to local citizens in 
expanding the landfill butthereis good 
evidenceofharm,” He said thatadding 
nine new counties to the waste 
management plan reduces the 
economic and health risks on those 
counties while increasing those risks 
on Crawford County residents. 

As evidence of the group’s claim of 
human harm, Mahan’s letter cited a 
recent study by the Yale University 
School of Medicine and the New York 
State Department of Public Health. 
Together, they studied 27,115 births 
and concluded, “The results suggest 
that residential proximity to toxic waste 
Sites may be associated with a 12%

fall and winter,” Young said. 

in the interim, Young has designed 
a detour route around the bridge for 
trucks. Heading cast on 612, trucks 
must go north on Twin Bridges Road 
in Lovells, east on Old State Road in 
Otsego County, north on Meridian 
Road, cast on Vienna Road in 
Montmorency County, and south on 
County Road 491, which intersects 
back to County Road 612 in Lewiston. 

In Frederic Township, residents of 
Cameron Bridge Road have gone to 
the Road Commission several times 
with concerns about the condition of 
that road. 

Mark Lawe, representing those 
residents, is very unhappy over their 
treatment by Young. At the last 
meeting of theroad commission, Lawe 
presented photos of the road conditions 
on Cameron Bridge Road just north of 
the intersection with Kolka Creek 
Road. The photos showed sand erosion 
from the road with parts of the traffic 
lanes deep in sugar-sand. Lawe also 
presented a retition to commissioners 
asking thst the road be upgraded. “Last 
year that coad was in beautiful shape. 
They brought iv gravel and clay and 
really made it beautiful, but this year 
they’ve let all that work wash away. 
Something bad is going to happen and 
the county’s going to be responsible. 
The condition of that road is due to the 
personal attitude of of the road 
commission supervisor towards me or 
bad management.”

Public hearing on jail proposal 
draws zero concerned citizens

Ina public hearing at the courthouse 
on June 30, discussion of the proposed 
jail remodelling and addition project 
took place by county commissioners 
and sheriff department representatives 
to an empty gallery, despite proper 
notice of the hearing in an earlier 
edition of the Avalanche. Each 
commissioner, in tum, expressed his 
disappointment with the tumout. The 
meeting started promptly at 11:30a.m. 
andcontinued untilnoon, as advertised. 


Board chairman Dennis Long 
opened the meeting with a discussion 
of the purpose of a public hearing, 
stating that ‘This is the time for us to 
listen to the concerns of the residents 
of the county and a time when we can 
attempt to answer any of their 
questions.” When he opened the floor 
to “citizens who wish to speak,” the 
only sounds that could be heard were 
of apassing train outside. The hearing 
continued. 

Captain Mike Johnson of the 
Crawford County Sheriff Department 
spoke of the costs associated with 
housing and transporting inmates out 


of county. “In '90, ’91, and '92, the 
county spent more than $72,000 to 
house inmates in other counties, and 
that doesn’t include the costs of 
transportation and pay for the officers 
who have to take them. Wher. they’re 
transporting out-of-county, they're not 
here for the jobs they were hired to 
do,” he said. 

Johnson pointed out that the new 
facility willincrease the county’s state- 
approved capacity from 20 to 52 beds. 
“If we have to, we will be able to 
expand up to 65 beds, but the addition 
is designed in such a way as to allow 
proper supervision of that many more 
inmates with only one additional 
correction officer,” Johnson said. 
“Since 1975, our jail has not complied 
with federal and state square footage 
laws.” 

Commissioner Bob Smock said, 
“We've set ourselves up for some real 
hard times without a new jail. In the 
last ten years, our county has grown 
29.5%. That's an enormous increase 
and that trend is expected tocontinue.” 


Long added, “It’s not true that we 
are going to become a regional jail. 


Without the cooperation of the judges 
and the community corrections 
programs, our jail would be more full 
than it is.” 

Commissioner McLachlan stated, 
“We want to make sure that we have 
room for those who are convicted so 
they’re not released too soon.” 

The new jai! pians include room for 
overnight and short-term juvenile 
detention. Presently, all juveniles who 
are to be detained have to be transported 
to Bay City or Saginaw. 

The next step in the process is to 
finalize the architectural drawings and 
let the bids. 

The jail proposal carries a price tag 
of approximately $1.5 million but the 
commissioners stressed the fact that 
there will be no tax increases to county 
citizens due to available funds 
previously set aside by the county for 
this purpose and the receipt of state 
grant monies. Long stated, “We are 
all concerned about spending this 
amount of money, but we have no 
intent to levy any additional millage.” 

Long stated his optimism for a late 
summer groundbreaking with a 


February, 1994, completion.

In some 
cases, an agreement for court 
supervision can be reached. 

The worksites serviced by the 
program are the Crawford County 
Animal Shelter, Hanson Hills 
Recreation Arca, Crawford County 
Fairgrounds, school athletic fields, 
Riverhouse Shelter, Little League 
fields, and 4-H soccer fields. . 

“These programs are working,” said 
Hunter, “They build community pride 
and allow the juvenile to pay back to 
the community. We put them ina 
positive rather than a failure mode, 
and we're not paying $150 a day to 
detain them in Saginaw or Bay City. 
It’s very cost efficient for the court. 

During fiscal year 1991-92, the court 
placed 54 juvenitcs in the communily 


service work program. The program 
is administered by Tom Haske), 
Crawford County Juvenile Officer. 
After sentencing, Haske! works oyt 
the details of the sentence with the 
offender and his or her parents. “Tom’s 
organization and consistency are very 
helpful in making community work as 
successful as ithas been,” said Hunter, 

Harold acts as the work supervisor, 
transporting the juveniles to the work 
sites and supervising their efforts, 
“These kids learn how to work together 
doing the kinds of work that you 
wouldn’t normally hire someone to 
do, like pulling weeds.

Young denied the charge, saying, “I 
have no animosity toward Mark. 
Cameron Bridge Road has received 
more attention because of Mr. Lawe’s 
perseverance, That road is in no worse 
condition than any other local road in 
the county.” 

Young stated that, in order to 
upgrade Cameron Bridge Road, a 
request has to be made through the 
township supervisor and the residents 
of the road have to be willing, through 
special assessment, to pay two-thirds 
of the cost of paving. “I haven’t heard 
any offers of financial assistance,” 
Young said. 

Frederic Township Supervisor Brian 
Hulbert, in attendance at the meeting, 
produced a leiter dated June 4, asking 
for a meeting with the road 
commission, It stated, “What I would 
like to request, in writing, are the 
guidelines that are necessary to make 
improvements to roads in Frederic 
Township. I would then be able to 


request the necessary appropriations ' 


from the township and its residents to 
make improvementsa reality.” Hulbert 
said that, to date, he had received no 
answer from the road commission or 
Mr. Young. 

Lawe said he felt that the residents 
shouldn’t have to pay for the county to 
rebuild the road into the condition that 
it was in last year. “We don’t 
necessarily want them to pave it. Just 
rebuild it like it was and then maintain 
it properly so this doesn’t happen 
again.” 

Young explained to the 
commissioners that as soon as county 
equipment can get into the ciaypits to 
extract clay for secondary road 
surfacing, Cameron Bridge Road 
would receive it. Until then, Young

said that any other action, besides 
routine maintenance, would not occur. 
“I avoid doing routine maintenance 
based on cails from the public,” he 
said, 

Young cited the Michigan Motor 
Vehicle Code which states in section 
627, paragraph one, ‘A person driving 
a vehicle on a highway shall drive ata 
careful and prudent speed not greater 
than nor jess than is reasonable and 
proper, having due regard tothe traffic, 
surface, and width of the highway and 
of any other condition then existing.” 

He spoke at length about the 
financial difficulties under which 
Michigan county road commissions 
typically operate. “Michigan is the 
only state with autonomous road 
commissions but no taxing authority. 
We operate strictly on gas and weight 
tax dollars and, over the last 20 years, 
the increase in vehicle fucl mileage 
has decreased monies available to 
county road commissions. The gas 
tax was capped by the legislature in 
1984 so it hasn’t grown along with 
operational costs.” 

He said that the Michigan 
Transportation Fund spreads 39% of 
its dollars between 83 counties. 
Crawford County ranks 72nd in the 
state in monies received, “We just 
don’t have the money to spend that we 
would like tohave. We even have five 
less drivers to put on the roads today
